He 
ought to have been released long ago, 
but with the officials in whose power he 
is, foreign remonstrance does more harm 
than good. ‘Then there is the Customs’ 
tingchai, Yang 'Ta-chang, who is be- 
lieved to be perfectly innocent, who has 
been so fearfully tortured that he is 
now paralysed, He has nothing to tell, 
but this has not saved him from cruelties 
worse than death itself. 

'The case of the gentlemen at Yang- 
chow is almost worse. ‘I'hese men are 
of official rank, connected with the Salt 
Gabelle, and they have been in the 
habit of hospitably entertaining foreign 
visitors from Chinkiang. Mason went, 
up once to Yangchow to look for blue 
china or curios, and was invited to din- 
ner by some of these gentlemen, who had 
never even heard of him before and have 
never seen him since. ‘I'hey are now 
threateved with arrest and examination, 
and as they know nothing of Mason or 
his schemes, they may look forward to 
being certainly squeezed of all they 
possess by the yamen jailers and ranners, 
and to being probably tortured until 
they confess something of which they 
are entirely innocent. Mr. Yitis looking 
for promotion, and every confession he 
can extract by torture with every fresh 
victim that he can lay hands on, is a 
proof of his vigilance in his service of 
the Viceroy and another claim to a 
higher button, 

How long will the Chinese govern- 
ment permit these outrages to be 
carried on ? Surely some of the Censors, 
who are always on the look-out to trip 
up an official, will soon draw the 
attention of the ‘Throne to the pile of 
blunders which the Nauking Viceroy 
is committing; and to the serious 
discontent which he is fomenting by 
his persecution of boys and coolies, and 
the reign of terror which he is allowing 
Mr. Yii to establish. ‘I'he mistake 
which he has made in the continued 
detention of Li Hien-mow, for whose 
innocence Li Hung-chang and Liu 
Ming-chuan are prepared to be security, 
has already made bim heartily disliked, 
and it is openly stated that he is to be 
practical'y banished to the Shen-Kan 
viceroyalty, or to exchange places with 
Li Han-chang, In his present course, 
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and especially in his attack upon the 
Yangchow gentlemen, he is fomenting 
discontent uot among the discharged 
soldiers and ‘village bullies who con- 
stitute the Kolao Hui, but among the 
educated and law-abiding classes of the 
community who are interested naturally 
in the preservation of order. ‘The Yang- 
chow gentlemen have influence at Pe- 
king, and powerful means of retribution, 
and they cannotbeattackedwith impunity 
like the road-coolies and boys who have 
been hitherto Mr, Yi’s victims. Why 
is not the same vigour shown in ferret- 
ing out and prosecuting Mr. Chou Han 
and his accomplices, or the Wasueh 
murderers ? 

‘The outrages on humanity that the 
weak officials of the Liang Kiang are 
committing in their panic, for we sup- 

jose that must be their excuse, cannot 
@ concealed as they were twenty or 
thirty years ago. ‘The Press carries 
the news of them all over the world. 
Peking itself recognises that it cannot 
afford to despise public opinion, and 
that it is good for China to have friendly 
allies. What foreign power will make 


1 friendly alliance with a government 
that. allows such gratuitous. barbarities 
as Viceroy Lin and Mr. Yi are now 
preetising to go on unchecked ?

A couple of young foreign boys, aged 
respectively seven und eight, played the 
réle of highwaymen in the Public Garden on 
Sunday afternoon, They found a boy there 
younger than themselves, and, unfastening 
his coat, took the stud out of his collar.

The gun 
having beeu fired, he conveyed his thanks 
with three whistles, when the alarm was 
given of ** Man overboard.” Captain Pratt 
looked for the man with his glasses, and 
having sighted him, turned the steamer 
round and proceeded towards the object in 
the water, Iv the meantime a boat was got 
ready, and when the steamer was abreast 
of the man, the boat was lowered aud he was 
pic ed up, none too soon, for he had only 
Leen kept afloat by his wadded clothing. 
By this time, however, he was unconscious, 
They got him ou board and after consider- 
able exertion. succeeded in  resuscitating 
him, whereupon he abused his rescuers for 
not saving his hat! From the time the 
alarm was given, to the time the would-be 
ide was on board again was exact] 
eight miuutes, a very smart piece of work 
which reflects great credit on Onptatn Pratt 
and the others concerned. When the 
steamer atrived at Ningpo. the friends of 
the man, who was a lunatic, and in charge 
of two keepers, seut the sailors four jars 
of suniehu as a'reward for their services. 

We huce received another letter from 
Chefno claiming that Mr. Rippe is quite as 
deserving of praise for his share in the 
sequel tu the Marie disaster as Mr. Herzog, 
but we see no use in continuing the dis- 
cussivn. 

Messrs. Buchheister and Co., the agents 
of the 8.8. Paohua, received information on

‘The steamer Charters Lowers, which has 
lately been sold to Japsnese, has already 
met with « sad mishap. With 4,000 tons 
of coal on board, she had run upon # rock 
in Miike harbour, and her fore compart- 
mient was full of water, but by last advices 
her pumps were successful in keeping her 
afloat. 

We are reminded that the Andrina is 
not the largest suiling-vessel that ever came 
here. She is of 2,636 tons, while the 
British Empire, which was loaded outside 
Woosung by Messrs, Gilman & Co, in the 
winter of 1861-62, was of 2,679 tons, but 
she had only three masts, “She was built 
for a steamer, the Hemerara, ut Bristol, 
but broke her back at. the launching, and 
was converted into a sailing-vessel. 

The new German cruiser Kaiser Adler, 
which is to replace the Wolf on this station, 
was launched from the Imperial Shipbuild: 
ing Yard at Danzig on the 2nd of last mouth, 

‘A smart piece of work in connection with 
discharging and loading of the Kow- 
is worth noting.

‘The Formosa ‘Trading Co,, finding it 
impossible to compete successfully with 
existing lines uf steawers, have laid the 
Smith up and are only running the Case 
and Feechw, ‘The captain, one of the 
officers, two cf the engineers and some of 
the crew of the Smith have been discharged. 

‘The Changwo arrived at Ichang on her 
secoud trip up river on Sunday. “She ran 
the distance between Shasi and Ichang, 
a distance of 83 miles, in 10 hours. 

The Tungchow left Tientsin Bund at 6 
a.in, on 12th, but as the Peiho was blocked 
with steamers and large quantities of ice, 
sho did not got out of the river till 5 p.m. 
on, 15th, 
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‘The collision between the Pachua and 
Changwo happened on Tuesday, and the 
latter steamer left Hankow on Wednesday, 
her proper day, for Ichang. She sustained 
little or uo damage. 

‘The German’ gunboat Iltis arrived xt 
Pagoda Aichorage from Amoy on Friday last 
and was to leave for Shanghai on Monday, 
en voute to Hankow. ‘The German gunboat 
Wolf which arrived here on Friday lust 
from the river ports, is to stay at Shangiiai 
till May.

THE REPORT ON THE TRADE OF 

CHINA FOR 1891.—I. 
23rd March. 
In discussing last week Mr. Kopsch’s 
Report on the Foreigu Trade of China 
for 1891, we dealt chiefly with the 
import trade, but it is not to be supposed 
that there is not as much interest in 
what Mr. Kopsch writes about exports, 
“he total value of exports abroad for 
the year,” he tells us, “aggregated 
Hk. ‘I's. 100,947,000, which is the 
highest point ever reached, and shows 
an advance over the figures of 1890 of 
Hk. T'ls. 13,800,000.” ‘he list of ex- 
ports on page 10 contains sixty separate 
“goods,” besides “sundries, unenume- 
rated.” Of these there are sixteen 
enumerated whose value in 1891 ex- 
ceeded a million taels, the values in 
1891 and 1890 respectively being as 
follows :—

‘The three great staples, tea, silk, snd 
cotton, gave, it will be seen, the highest 
increases, Japan being the most eager 
customer for cotton; the large increase 
in silk is to be attributed to a great 
extent to the lowness of exchange ; but 
the large increase in the valueof the black 
tea exported will come as a surprise to 
many. Judging by the fulling-off in 
the demand for China tea in England, 
we have come to-think of the whole 
China trade in tea as a declining one; 
but fortunately for China she has one 
customer, Russia, that has not yet been 





affected by the craze for Indian and 


Ceylon teas, and thus the export for 
1891—although none of-the ummerous 
suggestions that forgigners have made 
for the rehabilitation df the trade have 
been put into practice—from all China 
shows an actual advance of pls. 52,565 
over that in 1890. Green tea also 
shows an improvement of pls. 7,256, 
and brick tea for Russian account 
pls. 31,693. ‘The proportion of tea sent 
to Russia by steamer vid Odessa con- 
tinues to increase rapidly, for while

in 1887, rather more than double that 
quantity took that route in 1891. Of

In the Russian figures are included 
some pls. 330,000 of brick and tablet 
tea; but they do not include some

‘ow up the Han river for overland 
carriage to Siberia. ‘The total export 
to foreign countries of pls. 1,750,034 
in 1891 has to be compared with 
pls. 2,217,295 in 1886, the largest in 
the past ten years, 

The value of re-exports to foreign 
countries in 1891 was ‘I's. 342,000 
larger than in 1890. From this we 
pass to Mr. Kopsch’s remarks on Inland 
transit, Inwai “The use of transit 
certificates,” he says, “ to free duty-paid 
foreign imports from en route charges 
between the ports and inland markets 
continues to be largely availed of ;” and 
he gives as an illustration the following

Aud it has to be remembered that 
the opening of Chungking a year ago 
caused a large fulling-off in the Ichang 
and Hankow receipts from transit dues, 
and a great statistical diminution in the 
value of certificated imports sent to

loss Mr. Kopsch expects will be more 
than made up “by the remarkable 
development shown in the Cauton 
returns of the transit trade in the pro- 
vince of Kuangtung, which is now 
supplying its own inland markets 
and those of Kuangsi, Yunnan, and 
Kueichow with certificated imports on 
an extensive scale.” We can only hope 
that the provincial authorities of the 
‘Two Kuang will continue to allow this 
transit trade to go on uninterruptedly, 
when it “will exceed in value and 
volume that of any other port.” 

The increase in the volume of the 
foreign trade of China in 1891 was 
naturally accompanied by a correspond- 
ing increase in the amount of tonnage 
entered at the customs. The entries 
from foreign ports increased in 1891 by 
433,403 tons, while the entries of coast- 
ing vessels ‘showed an increase of 
976,748 tons. In treasure there was 


a net export for the year of Hk.’ 
‘Tis. 3.693246 in gold, and Hk. Tis. 
3,131,886 in silver; but this takes 
account only of what through 
the Customs, and there is known to be 
a very large uurecognised import. Mr. 
Kopsch concludes with the following 
| interesting calculations, showing the 
estimated net value, exclading bullion, 
of the Import and Export trade between 
China aud Poreign Countries for1891:—

GENERAL BOO'TH’S WELCOME 








HOME. 

24th March, 
Gexznat Booth has bad a great home- 
coming. ‘Though we have been threat- 


ened from time to time with a visit by 
officers of the Salvation Army, they 
have so far spared China, being content, 
it may be presumed, to leave the evan- 
gelisation of China to the more sober 
methods of the China Iuland Mission, 
and the other missionary agencies : bixt 
the Salvation Army is’ considerable 
social force in other parts of the world, 
and the return of its founder and General 
from his tour over sea is not a matter 
to be neglected. It was on the 12th of 
February last that he returned to 
England, aud we find a detailed account 
of the function, which was in maguifi- 
cence something like the visit of an 
Emperor, in the Daily News of the 
13th of February. A special steamer, 
the Hilda, was sent to Cherbourg to 
bring back the great—enthusiast or 
impostor? Punctually at seven o'clock 
in the morning the J//ilda . started 
from Cherbourg, and the special corres- 
pendent of the Daily News begins by 
explaining one point, which has been the 
occasion for countless sneers on the part 
of writers who have no sympathy with 
the corybantic Christianity which Ge- 
neral Booth believes to be so effective 
in redeeming the submerged tenth. 
Such demonstrations as that of the 
12th ultimo cost money, it is objected, 
which might have been given to the 
poor. “But it is money spent to make 
more money. As one of the Army 
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colonels says, we spend twopence to 
make sixpence. ‘Ihe profits of this 
demonstration will be spent upon found- 
ing a home for old and infirm officers 
in the Isle of Wight. As for the flag- 
ship Hilda, she has been chartered by 
u rich friend of General Booth’s specially 
for this occasion so that she costs the 
Army nothing. Similarly, in South 
Africa and Australasia, steamers were 
placed at the General’s disposal by 
friends, who made money by the transac~ 
tion, which money has been devoted to 
Army purposes. From the day when 
General Booth’ left Southampton, last 
July, early seven months ago, until 
this morning, his tour has been, as far 
as I can make out, self-supporting.” 

On the voyage across the Channel the 
correspondent set himself to extract 
from the General some information on 
the subject of his wanderings and the 
progress of the Army. ‘The General 
went ont not to fornd new garrisons or 
collect money for the Army in England , 
but to take stock of what the Army has 
done and is doing in foreign parts, and 
get all the information he could at first 
hand as to how best to carry out the 
great scheme of his life. “'I'he shortest 
way in which I can describe this scheme 
is to call it a scheme for disposing of the 
world’s blacklegs.” We perhaps hardly 
realise how vast a work the Armyisdoing. 
It has 1,300 officers in Australasia in- 
cluding New Zealand, and 200 officers 
in South Africa. Itis gathering in the 
Zulus ; and in this connection the cor- 
respondent gives an instance of General 
Booth’s strong common sense. “I 
believe,” seid the General, “that the 
Zulus and the Maories are, as regards 
morals, ahead of many classes in Euro- 
pean countries. For one thing, they 
don’t get drank unless we force drink 
upon them. By the way, there i 
Zulu Chief, and his four wiv 
number of his tribesmen who have been 
converted by the Army.” “ Four wives 
—-that’s awkward, is it not?” “No. 
We just recognise the fact. Ifa Zulu 
has got four wives, I simply say, to hitn, 
“See that you be kind to them.’ There 
the wives are. Ifa Zulu had only one 
wife, I would say ‘Don’t have two.” If 
he had none 1 would say ‘ Have only 
one, if you have any.’ But however 
numerous his wives T would say ‘You 
aust staud by them.” 

In India the success of the Army, as 
far as it has succeeded, is due to the 
officers living in all respects like the 

people among whom they labour. The 
Torrespondent remark 

“The missionary Sabi 
call him, is to the native of India a 
Sahib pure and simple. ‘The native 
cannot reconcile the reverend Sahib’s 
carriage and horses, piano, luxurious 
bungalow, and fashionably-dressed wife, 
with his traditional notions of a divine 
messenger. All the great missionaries 
of native religions, such as the religion 
of the Sikhs, “the reformed Islamism of 
the Wahabees, have been inspired, 
eloquent lackalls, who despised earthly 
possessions and who lived only for their

work. Sir William Hunter has said— 
nor is he the only European who has 
said it—that the Christian missionary 
who would succeed must follow the 
example of the native prophet, fakeer, 
teacher. That is exactly what the 
Salvationists are doing. General Booth 
tells me that his European soldiers in 
India live on three rupees a month, not 
counting their house rent. The lowest 
wages which a European in India pays 
the man who cuts grass for his horses 
are four rapees a2 month—less than 
seven shillings in English tmouey. 
‘These soldiers ou three rupees a month 
are,’ says the General, ‘as well in health 
to-day as they were when they begau,’” 

Here we are giving General Booth’s 
side of the question: our own view 
would be that if the Indians are ouly 
to be converted by white men sharing 
their poverty and squalor, the end is 
not worth the meaus. General Booth 
is sanguine about the success of his 
plan for colonisation, aud he has per- 
suaded the working classes in Australia 
that as he will ouly put his reclaimed 
blacklegs on unocenpied lands, the 
scheme will not lower their wages, 
while it will lower rates and raise wages 
at home. Meanwhile his farm at, 
Southend, which only cost £18 an acre, 
will soon be worth £70 au acre from 
the labour put into it. He was going 
to take Sir Jobn Gorst and Mr. Chaplin 
down to see his farm; they are two 
enthusiastic admirers of the Army's 
social work, and “have been delighted 
and astonished with what they have 
already seen of our doings.” 

While this couversation was going 
ov the Hilda nearing Southamp- 
ton. ‘The “soldiers” on board had 
dressed her with flags, and though they 
had got things a little mixed, having 
the quarantine flag at the main, and 
the blue peter at the fore, the general 
effect was excellent. At Calshot Castle 























the Hilda awaited the eight steamers 
that were coming out with the five 
thousand Balvationi ts onboard, all

From some 
points of view the scene was particularly 
beautiful and impressive. ‘The march 
past the London and South Western 
Hotel was pretty, so was that through 
Oxford-street. Prettier still was the 
scene in Bridge-street. But. the glory 
of the show was the view from the Bar- 
gate down the gentle slope of the High-

street—one of the: two: or three finest 
streets in all England. ‘The sight there 
was simply superb. It was a marvel of 
colour, life, and ordered movement. 
‘That bright, immense procession would 
have beautified the plainest of streets. 
But in this case the effect was immea- 
surably heightened by the varied and 
very often tasteful architecture and 
the fine perspective of the High- 
street. It seemed as if the whole of 
Southampton had turned out to see 
the Salvationists. ‘lhe eutry into the 
drill hall was admirably effected. ‘The 
army swept in at a swinging pace 
through the not too wide door of the 
hall—swept in without a hitch, lasses 
first with their baunerets, aud then the 
men, with a strong tramp, tramp, tramp, 
Her Majesty's troops could not have 
done it better.” 

This was General Booth’s welcome 
home. It is difficult for us in Shanghai 
to judge what good the Salvation Army 
has done, but it does not follow that it 
has done no govd because its methods 
do not commend themselves to our 
more refined tastes. If General Booth, 
by his rongh and noisy methods, has, 
as seems to be the case, rescued thou- 
sands from the lowest depth aud made 
them no longer the enemies of society, 
we must commend him. It might, we 
say perhaps, have beeu done in other 
ways; but it was not being done in 

other ways, and he has done it in his 
way.

Many valuable notes have 
been added by the Reverend Dr. Fuber, 
of Shanghai, who has also compiled the 
index xt the end of the volume, without 
which its contents would have remained 
practically inaccessible tn the student. 
One cannot glance though the pages of 
the work without a strong feeling of ad- 
miration for the learning and industry 
displayed by its author. It must have 
required from him an amount of zeal aud 
perseverance of which few nien would have 
been capable ; and besides these there are 
his knowledye of botany aud of the Chinese 
Ianguuge, which were indispensable for 
task, and which are combined probably 
no other person, with the single exception 
of the learned annotator. If ever a new 
edition be published of Legge’s Chinese 
Classics, Dr. Bretschneider’s book will 
afford priceless assistance to the Editor, 
whoever -he may be.

For Mr. Spurgeon (and it was greatly to 
bid evedit if his own belief as to his Huguenot 
origin was correct) was first of all and 
eminently an Englishman. It would be folly 
to say that his strongest, or, at any rate, his 
most prominent and obvious, characteristics 
exemplified. altogether the noblest or most 
engaging peculiarities of the English charac- 
ter, But it hus been asserted by foreigners, 
and is even believed by some Englishmen not 
unpatriotic or insane, that there are some 
very salient and very obvious characteristics 
of the usual Englishman which are not en- 
gaging or exactly noble. The names given 
fo these qualities by blunt critics are vul a- 
rity, illiteracy, intolerance, incapacity to rise 
above certain narrow and stunted forms of 
life and thought. He would be a rash pane- 
gytist who would say that Mr. Spurgeon was 
free from these faults. These were, indeed, 
to sume extent his means and secret of appeal 
to the very large uumber of his countrymen 
who shared them with him. But he bad 
other aud nobler means—sometimes the quali- 
ties of these defects, sometimes unalloyed by 
and unconnected with any defects at ull. His 
belief, and that not merely in himself, was 
intense; his faculty of influencing other men 
(always for what he thought was good, and 
very often for what really was good, if not 
the best) was unsurpassed ; his constancy to 
what once seemed to him true was as immov- 
ible as the living rock... . In short, he was 
‘one: of those.men who are not. justly to be 








































































































| judged by any save their own standard; and : 
to that standard he answered. His long ill- 
health had conciliated to him many who had 
no great liking for him previously, and so had 
his divers refusals to follow his Nonconformist 
| brethren in evil doing. But before these 
somewhat adventitious ails helped his popu: | 
larity he had already earned a certain toler- 
ance, if not a certain esteem. For he had 
always been faithful to one and the same 
law, whether a right or a wrong one; and he 
had’ wrought in accordance with that law to 
the utmost of his light and might. And 
whosoever answers to these two requirements, | 
may men well leave to the Court Above 
to call up for judgment.

Chang 
Ohih-tung, on the subject uf the Kolao Hui, 
which appears in the Gazette of Janu 
Slat, is a document of more than usual i 
terest. We now learn, on the highest 
native wuthority, that the many attxcks 
on the wissionary stations in the Yangtze 
valley were undoubtedly due to the clever- 
ness, good organisation and secrecy of the 
Koluy Hui, Further, that there really 
‘was « great rebellion om faut, with risings 
plained to take place at all the Yangtee 
























ores Beginning with Shas ow she 16th of 
fovember, where the garrison was weak— 
apparently’ the strong Mi garrison of 





Kingebow, only two miles distant, did not 
count for anything. Also, that foreigners 
hud been engaged in the purchase uf arms for 
therebels, in proof of whichasupply imported 
by a foreigner was confiscated by the 
Customs at Chinkiang—s transaction which 
is already ancient and incontrovertible 
history. But in addition to this, quanti 
of big guns, small aris, and ammunition 
were captured in various parts of Hupel 
— matter which is now heard tell of for the 
first time. Further, sundry real rebels had 
been caught, and being found guilty on the 
evidence of their own confessious—extorted 
from them by # liberal use of the bauboo 
and other tortures—were duly decapitated. 
This much His Excellency ascertained, and 
ius placed upon record us being beyond all 
doubt, but no amount of bambooing ap- 
patently was equal to solving the mystery 
of Li Hung. Who he is, and where he 
isto be found, are questions with regard to 
which he seems to have obtained no t 
worthy information, aud he only gives 
guesses. Li Hung is certainly » notable 
name, and bids fair to become, in time, xs 
famous as that of the other Li Hung, the 
rest of whose name is “Chang.” 

With regard to this memorial there are 
several very remarkable things to be ub- 
served.

‘The fact was 
not definitely made known until a day or 
two had elapsed, but there is no room for 
doubt that the’ resignation was actually 
tendered, notwithstanding the absence of 
any report of its acceptance. The cause 
of this important step is said to be found 
in the Count’s desire to devote his time to 
the formation of a powerful government 

ry to combat more effectually the work, 
checked but by no means thwarted, of the 
Radical and Progressionist bodies. There 
is doubtless warrant for the opinion, the 
surmises which find publicity in the columns 
of the more influential of the vernacular 
journals not often proving fabrications 
pure and simple, albeit it is fashionable in 
some quarters to pooh pooh “the native 
press.” 

‘There is only one serious obstacle to the 
acceptance of this explanation of the 
Count’s most important step, and that is 
the evident flutter in the ministerial dove- ° 
cote when it became known that the 
withdrawal was an accomplished fact—at.

It will take 
cleverer man than Count Ito, I am not 
alone in thinking, to steer safely and 
avoid party government. Tt is a natural 
outconte of the representative government 
which the nation now possesses and which 
cannot without risk of far graver issues 
be withdrawn, The day of granting the 
avowed desire and aim of the opposition 
leaders may be put off undoubtedly, 
but the trouble with the government is, 
they take the stand that party govern: 
ment. is altogether out of the question 
and that this cleverly alternated Sat-Cho, 
and Choshiu-Satsuma combination is ab: 
solutely unavoidable. For my part, I 
doubt very much if it is; and certainly it 
would be better if the Cabinets made up 
for the most part of these clans allowed 
the public and not themselves to voice the 
assumed fact. The Government of the 
Meiji Era, though of course in a totally 
different way, is practically staking its right 
to govern on the possession of the Emperor 
fans ach ns dhe oll Shogane dite he 

‘onstitution asserts that His Majesty is 
sacred and inviolable, and the Cabinet 
hides itself behind His Majesty ; how in 
the name of common-sense is the Diet, the 
representative of a most limited electorate, 
to make its powers felt by the Executive? 
‘There is no doubt whatever thet the rulers 
have a perilous path to travel, but difi- 
culties never yet were overcome by hedg- 
ing oneself in and, ostrich-like, obstructing 
one’s perception of the danger.

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I had intended to give you a list of all 
suspended since the fever for interference 
first reasserted its noxious sway, but affairs 
have prevented. The Kokumin was the 
last important case and that seems to have 
fallen into trouble through its remarks in 
reference to the Ito resignation rumours. 
Not only daily newspapers, whose neces- 
sarily hasty utterances may be somewhat 
ill-timed, but magazines, ete., have felt the 
official frown several times lately. 

Sumall-pox continues prevalent in Tokio, 
no less than fifty-three cases having beon 
reported to the authorities on the 8th inst. 
according to a statement in the Jiji Shimpo. 

The same journal gives currency to a 
statement that a movement is on foot on 
the part of certain shareholders of the 
Kiushiu Railway Company to temporarily 
stop the construction of the uncompleted 
sections of the Company's lines. A  meet- 
ing was lately held upon the subject and it 
wan decided by w majority to push on with 
the work, Subsequently, efforts were made 
to defer the construction of the line between 
Kumamoto and Misumi, and Saga and 
‘Tsukanoto until some time in 1894 ; and to 
petition the Government upon the matter 
if necessary. ‘The sections referred to are, 
by the terms of the Company's agreements, 
to be finished by December of next year, 
£0 it is not readily seen why such proposals 
should be brought forward. 

‘The Tokaido line, between this and Tokio, 
ix expected to be re-opened to through 
and uninterrupted traftic in a few weeks. 
The Kisogawa Bridge is now in order 
onco again, a trial train having been sent 
across a fow days ago, when it was decided 
to open the bridge to regular trafkic on or 
about the 10th instant. It is very evident 
that the repairs to the injured bridges have 
been pushed on with all despatch, as when 
the extent of the damage to the Nagaragawa 
Bridge was made known, some time after 
the earthquake, six months was stated to 
‘be the lowest possible time for the repai 

‘There are 267 established book-sellers in 
this province, 41 of whom are exclusively 
engaged in the trade, the remainder com- 
Lining the business with other occupations.

That section is 
doubtless cleared of “rebels,” and there 
are troops enough there to maintain a state 
of quietness, But they have simply beeu 
Griven to the westward, they say, and may 
be heard from again, 


As the returning troops passed along the 
way back to Tientsin, it was noticed that 
not a few of them’ were ‘loaded with 
booty” in the shape of several women’s silk 
garments put on under their outer blouses, 
and their arms covered with valuable 
bracelets, Boys and girls of 10 tv 14 years 
of age, whose parents bad beeu killed, 
were ulso among the “booty.” At one 
city, a petty officer, wearing a number of 
there garuients, exchanged some of his 
silver for ** cash” to bring on his children, 
Among the terrible tales of wanton erucity, 
which there is good reason to believe aro 
true, one may be given xs an illustration 
of the zeal of the Ioperial soldiers to rid 
the country of “rebels.” It was the case 
of an old man and three women in one 
family, Probably the other male members 
of the family had been impressed by the 
rebels, Kuowing the soldiers were about, 
the old man managed to hide himself in a 
pile of wood in a back yard. The soldiers 
entered the house and killed the women in 
cold blood. Later the man went te the 
militury otlicer in charge, seeking some 
redress. ‘he officer said’ that he could 
take no notice of such stories, the men 
must be seized in the act and brought 
before him if they expected anything to be 
done.

A few days ago n fire broke out not far 
from a tire station on the north bank of the 
Grand Canal, and was got under control 
before many straw houses were consumed.

DISPOSITION OF TROOPS IN THE JEHO 
REGION. 

K‘uei Pin, the Military Governor of Jého, 
reports the arrangements which he has 
made for withdrawing a portion of the 
troops which were sent to suppress the 
recont insurrection and for leaving a sufti- 
cient force to garrison the places where 
thers is a danger of renewed disturbances, 
After having experienced all the horrors of 
an insurrectionary rising for a period of 
over two months the country occupied by 
the four districts of P‘ingch‘tian, Chien- 
ch‘ang, Ch‘aoyang and Ch‘ihféng is now 
settling down into a state of compara- 
tive tranquillity, and the memorialist 
has been in communication with the 
Commander-in-Chief, Yeh — Chih-ch‘ao, 
respecting the withdrawal of the troops, 
‘The Commander-in-Chief stated that al- 
though the rebels had been completely 
exterminated ard the people who had 
joined them offered a free pardon on 
giving a promise of reforming their 
character, still he was afraid that the 
smouldering ashes of discontent might 
agaiin be fanned into a flame of rebellion. 
He had accordingly made arrangements 
for leaving a sufficient force of disciplined 
troops to garrison Ptingch*iian, Chien- 
ch‘ang, and Ch‘aoyang, as well as the 
region occupied by the Mongolian Prince 
of the Ao-han league. 

Chiihféng, it was suggested, should be 
garrisoned by troops sent from Jého. The 
memorialist accordingly at once despatched 
a body of soldiers consisting of 100 cavalry 
and 100 infantry to the district, and gave 
the commanding officer orders to co-operate 
with’ the magistrate in taking active mea- 
sures for hunting down offenders against 
the law. The Prince of the K'‘alach‘in 
‘Mongols reported that although order had 
been restored throughout his jurisdiction, 
yet dacoity still existed to a certain extent 
































rialist therefore issued instructions for 
the retention in the Prince's territory of 
the 100 infantry and 100 cavalry which had 
been previously despatched there from the 
Miyan district. A force of 160 men was 
sent during the disturbances to protect the 
Roman Catholic establishments at Laohu- 
kou and Ptiench‘iaotze and it has been 
decided to leave one half of their number 
for the perfurmance of this work.

MEMORIAL TEMPLES TO ‘ENG YU-LIN. 

‘The Governor of Hunan submits a memo- 
rial in which he forwards an application 
addressed to him by the geutry and scholars 
of Ci‘angsha Fu praying for permission to 
erect temples to perpetuate the memory 
of P'éng Yii-lin, the late Admiral of the 
Yangtze. About 18 months ago the erection 
of memorial temples to the late Admiral 
was sanctioned in all the provinces which 
had witnessed his distinguished exploits. 
‘A posthumous title and other honours were 
bestowed upon him in a manner which 
showed the esteem in which he was held 
by his sovereign and elicited the heartfelt 
gratitude of the people. P*éng 
career dates frei the year 1853 when his 
native province, Hunan, was being overrun 
by the Taipings.  Kuo-fan, then 

ice-Presitlent of a Board, organised a 
force to repel the rebel attack and enlisted 
the services of P‘éng who held a literary 
degree. He soon, however, turned his 
attention to constituting a navy on the 
Yangtze and to the construction’ of forti- 
fications which wero considered of the 
greatest importance in prosecuting the 
campaign. ‘The various commands were 
all held by military men and P*éng was 
one of the few civilians who found a place 
in their midst. It was entirely owing to 
his indomitable energy and his capacity as 
an organiser that the Yangtze fleet was 
covstituted on such an effective basis, The 
applicants, after detailing at considerable 
length the services rendered by P*éng Yii-lin 
in wresting their native province from the 
hands of the rebels, state that they have 
raised sufficient money to enable them to 
build memorial temples at Ch‘angsha Fu 
and Héngchou Fu and beg that they may 
be accorded the necessary permission.— 
Granted by rescript.

duties of his post with great zeal. Not 
long ago he was permitted to retire from 
the service on grounds of health, and the 
news of his death has deeply affected 
us. As a special mark of favour we 
command that he may be accorded the 
posthumous honours due to his high rank 
and that a sum of Tis. 500 may be 
allotted from the Privy Purse for defraying 
the expenses of his funeral. Let all his 
official failings be condoned aud let his son, 
Shang Ch'ang-yin, be presented at Court 
as soon as he comes of age. 


RETIREMENT OF A TAOTAI. 


‘The Governor of Honan, Yii K‘uan, sub- 
mits an application from Yin Pao, the 
Intendant of the K‘ai Ch‘én Kuei Hsii 
Circuit, for permission to retire from 
the service on the ground of failing 
health. Some years ago when serving 
at Kalgan -the ‘Taotai caught a severe 
chill which brought on a sharp  at- 
tack of rheumatism in both legs. Since 
he received his present appointment in 
Honan his illness has been greatly 
aggravated by exposure to all kinds of 
weather in connection with his duties as 
River Superintendent. He is now great] 
troubled with insomnia and feels that his 
only chance of recovery lies in his obtaining 
complete rest. The Ta:tai’s jurisdiction 
extends over three prefectures and one 
department, and the Governor trusts that, 
a successor will be nominated without.

TAMPERING WITH MEMORIAIS TO THE 
THRONE, 

The Governor of Kiangsu reports the 
result of inquiries which he has instituted 
in compliance with Imperial instructions 
respecting the tampering. with certain 
memorials to the Throne, which was suppos- 
ed to have taken place in Kiangsu while yn 
their way to Peking. The memorials 
in question were forwarded by the Sur-orin. 
tendent of the Arsenal and the Viewroy at 
Foochow, aud Pien Pao-ti, who bad been 
directed to investigate the matter, reported 
that no harm had happened te the docu- 
ments while passing through the provinces 
under his jurisdiction. The Emperor re- 
marked that documents of this kind had 
recently been frequently lost or damaged 
while in course of transmission through 
the provinces, and directed that the 
present case should form the subject of 
& rigorous investigation on the part of 
the various high authorities concerned. 
‘The Governor of Kiangsu now states 
that one of the memorials referred to 
was received on a certain day over three 
years ago by the P‘iugwang postal station 
from the Hsishui station in Ghatiang. Tt 
was enclosed in wooden boards in’ the 
ordinary way, but the bamboo wrapper 
was very thin and its weight was 12 ounces, 
These fucts were embodied in a certificate 
which the Hsishui office furnished to the 
station at P‘ingwang, and after the packet 
had been transmitted safely through Kiang- 
su, it was handed to the first postal ottice 
in Shantung from which a similar certificate. 
was obtained. 

As regards the second packet, it contained! 
& memorial from the Superintendent of the 
Foochow Arsenal, which was received from 
the Hsishui station in Chékiang on the 
13th January, 1890. At the tine of its 
receipt the packet was securely done up 
and it was delivered in the same state to 
the Hunghua postal station in Shantung, 
which furnished a certificate to that effect. 
No mishap therefore occurred to either of 
the foregoing memorials in their passage 
through Kiangsu. 

With the third, which was a memorial 
from the Tartar General at Foochow, the 
case isdifferent. When it reached Kiangsu 
from Chékiang it was accompanied by a 
certificate stating clearly that the bamboo 
wrapping was damaged and that a portion 
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of the case in which the memorial: was 
enclosed was visible. This certificate was 
handed tu the postal station in the depart- 
ment of Kaoyu and an entry ef its receipt 
still exists in the books of the office there. 
Tn handing it over, however, to the P'ing- 
an postal station in the Paoying district, 
the Kaoyu authorities stated that the 
packet was in a secure condition and made 
ho mention whatever of the certificace 
received by them from the other stations 
through which it had passed. It is p: 
fectly certain that they themselves must 
have broken open the packet and inserted 
the certificate in the case. The memorialist 
concludes hy denouncing the magistrate 
of Kaoyu,

APPOINTMENT OF NATIVE RULER OVER 
CHANTUL IN TIBET, 

Shéng-t‘ou, the Imperial Resident in 
Tibet, submits n memorial respecting the 
nomination of an oflicer for the post of 
vative administrator over the region of 
Chantui in Eastern ‘Tibet. In 1865 the 
country was handed over to the govern- 
ment of the Dalai Lama, and the Treasury 
at Lhassa ame to the conclusion that 
an officer bearing the rank of Military 
Controller should be sent to replace 
the Abbot who had previously super- 
intended the administration. Several 
changes have since taken place among the 
holders of the appointment, but none 
of them have been brought to the notice 
of the Imperial Resident who has there- 
fore no means of knowing whether the 
occupants of the post have been worthy 
men or the reverse. ‘The Inte President, 
Chiang-kéng, who is now Military G 
of Ili, in a memorial on the reorgaui: 
of the Chantui country, suggested that 
the old rule should be revived of selecting 
the administrators from amongst officers of 
the fifth grade belonging either to the army 
or attached to the Treasury in 1) 
Tn the event of there being no suitable 
men in either vf the two classes above 
mentioned, the selection was to be made 
from the Twipéng. Ch‘any-kéng, the me- 
morialist explains, was only reviving an 
old practice amd not introdticing an inno- 
vation in making this proposal. As the 
country las only recently been reduced to 
tranquillity and no defirite administration 
has yet been established, it is considered 
important that the newadiinistrator should 
be chosen in the manner suggested. ‘The 
President of the ‘Tibetan Council has now 
notified that the present ruler is desirous 
of retiting on account of enfeebled health 
and the wemorialist accordingly submits 
recommendations for the posts of Chief and 
Assistant. Administrators respectively.

26th February, 
MISCONDUCT OF MEMBERS OF THE 
IMPERIAL CLAN. 

‘The Supervising Censor of the Northern 
division of the city reports upon the out- 
rageous conduct of certain members of 
the Imperial clan, aided by a gang of 
associates, all of whom he asks should be 
handed over to the Beard of Punishments 
for trinl and punishment. On the 3ist of 
December last the police magistrate vf the 
northern district reported that at noon on 
the previous day an Imperial clansman 
namet Pw-jang had suddenly burst. into 
his office and alleged that some individual 
whose name he did not know had stolen 
a.wateh from him in‘the Po-shun lane. 

+ He-asked that policemen should be sent 
with’ him to arrest the thief, whom 











he would identify. He was ordered to 
present a petition and await a decision 
in the ordinary way. Instead, however, 
of listening to reason, he seized hold of 
the official, used very violent and abusive 
language, and smashed the bench, the seal 
stand, and other articles. On the evening 
of the same day, an Imperial clansman, 
named Ming-chii, carried off a young girl 
by force and’ offered armed resistance to 
the police who attempted to rescue her. 
When these reports reached the Censor he 
immediately proceeded to the police office 
and verified the truth of the statement. 
He had P‘u-jung brought before him and 
examined, but his evidence was utterly 
untrustworthy. ‘The man made quite a 
scene in court and was handed over to 
the Imperial Clan Court. On the same 
day a woman named Kav brought a charge 
against Ming-chii for having abducted 
her daughter, a gitl called Kao-hei-ya- 
érh, and stated that he had inflicted a 
wound upon her husband with a knife, 
‘The wounded man having been duly exa- 
mined, Ming-chii was arrested and brought 
up fer examination, He assumed » 
very contumnacious attitude and when leav- 
ing the Court indulged in much abusive 
language. It being found impossible to 
conduct the investigation, the offender was 
sent to the Board of Punishments in the 
hope that a slight correction might be 
administered to him by way of deterrent. 
Instead, however, of having benefited by 
the warning, he collected a gang of associats 
in the neighbourhood of the execution 
ground and proceeded to acts of violence, 
abducting women and girls and levying 
blackmail upon the shopkeepers in the 
i ‘The police Magistrate sent a 
number of policemen to watch his doings. 
‘They found that in broad daylight on the 
14th January he collected x band of over 
30 sawed followers and entered a numbe 
of shops in the neighbourhood, from which 
ho made a demand for money. Failing to 
obtain it in some instances, he and his 
followers bound the proprietors of the 
establishments and carried them to mn 
unfrequented house where they made them 
write ont promissory notes dated some 
1 back. ‘They only obtained th 

release by paying a ransoin_ of 50 
and promising, on pain of d 
meet the notes in full within a limit of 
10 days. These are merely the outrages 
whieh came to light, but many wthers of a 
still graver nature were perpetrated upon 
people who were afraid to make any com- 
plaint. As the case is one which affects 
members of the Imperial Clan Court, the 
amemorialist cannot deal with it in his own 
Court aud he therefore asks that the offen- 
dors should be handed over to the Board 
of Punishments where they are to have the 
benefit of a joint trial by the Chinese and 
Manci nuthorties.—Kesript already pub- 
ished.

Shanghai Municipal Council, 
Engineer & Surveyor's Department, 
Shanghai, 19th January, 1892, 
Electric Aerial Conductors, 
To the CHamaas axp Mesmen 
of the Shanghai Municipal Council. 

Gentlemen, —In order to assist your Council 
in arriving at a decision as to the advisability 
of granting the Electric Co. permission to 
extend its werial conductors in the Settlement, 
I beg to submit the following points for your 
consideration : 

‘That the streets of the Settlement are very 
narrow. 

‘Yhat as a consequence the footways are 
nasrow. 
at in many places one side of the street 
is without a footway, necessitating the aerial 
conductors being carried very close to the 
houses. ‘The English Board of Trade Re- 
gulations stipulate that any aerial conductors 
shall not be within 6 feet of any building or 
erection. 

‘That there ave already three distinct lines 
of aerial conductors running along the public 
streets of the Settlement, namely the Tele- 
graph, Telephone, and Are Light wires, 

A great many of the telephone wires are 
not carried on poles, being merely stretched 
from house to house ina very reckless manner, 
crossing the streets in all directions and if 
the incandescent aerial conductors are ex- 
tended it will necessitate another line of poles 
in almost every +treet in order to carry these 
telephone wires, as they must be kept clear 
of the electric light eables, 

‘That com 
between the respectiv , in regard 
to the dauger in connection with existing 
wires, especially where streets cross one an: 
other, us the following extract from a joint 
letter’ vated the 13th November 1890, ad- 
diressed by the Managers of the GreatNorthern, 
Eastern Extension, and Imp. Ch. ‘Tel. Com: 
panies, to the Munieipal Couneil, will show :— 
“The very strong current flowing through 
the electric light: wives makes it difficult to 
ork the long telegraphic circuits, when the 
Night wires are placed near enough to the 
telograph wires to cause electrical induction 
in these; when the wires come into actual 
contact the light current runs into the stations, 
‘endangering the lives of operators, «lestroying 
and firing the delicate and expensive inst 
ments, breaking the submarine cables and 
setting fire to the houses. On the Sth inst. a 
contact occurred, and it was only due to the 
accidental fact that the telegraph line in 
question was not worked at the time, and 
disconnected, that serious accidents did not 
happen, as very large sparks issued from the 
wire terminal, quite sutficient to wreck any 
telegraph instrument; asit was, all telegraphic 
communication had to be stopped for 94 hours 
until the fault could be repaired.” 

The introduction of another line of overhead 
wires with numerous double * leads” into 
private houses, stores, ete., will undoubtedly 
increase these complications. 

‘That in many instances, in order to avoid 
obstructions, trees, etc, the wires have 
frequently to cross and’ re-cross the public 
thoroughfares, which is an additional source 
of danger to the public. 

‘The following is an extract from a letter 
received by the writer from Mr. W. 8. Till, 
M.LC.E., the City Surveyor of Birmingham’ 
creer 

“Overhead wires for electric lighting would 
not be allowed under any circumstances,” 

_ Mr. Rienzi Walton, M.LC.E., the Execn- 
tive Engineer, Bombay Municipality, informs

‘That the Company are in no case to cai

‘Mr, James Kimber, M.ILC.E., Engineer to 
the Corporation of Caleutta, also writes 

“That it is determined’ that all electric 
wires shall be underground.” 

‘The English Board of Trade has recently 
prohibited the further use of overhead elec- 
trie light wires, in thickly populated cities, 
and the English Eleetrical Recietc, of the 11th 
December 1891, commenting u] this deci- 
sion, says :—"* So far as believing thoroughly 
in the desirability of placing electric mains 
underground, we are in agreement with the 
Board f Trade, and we believe that all En- 
gineers who have had practical experience are 
of the same way of thinking.” 

may mention that the portion of Shang-

‘The figures in the case of Shanghai reveal 
two facts :— 

(a)~ "The absence of byelaws as to “air 
space” around buildings. 

(b)—The unusual narrowness of the public 
streets, 

John P, Barrett, for 12 years City Elec- 
trician, Chicago, who has more than 5,000 
miles underground conductors under his care, 
says that “As the result of practical ex- 
perience, research and study, he can con- 
fidently assert that it is entirely feasible and 
practicable, from both a commercial and 
scientific standpoint, to conduct wires under. 
ground, and that such wires, whether they 
be used for telegraph, telephone, or electric 
lighting, give more satisfaction, both to the 
users and owners of them, than if operated 
overhied.” 

He also says :—"‘'That the first cost of an 
underground cable is more than that of over- 
head wires, but the underground cuble lasts 
longer, nels much less repairing, and iscon- 
sequently in the end cheaper. He has found 
this to be true after long experience with 
both.”

iam R. Patterson, of the Western 
Electric Co., U.S.A, says :—" That water 
cannot injuriously affect properly constructed 
cables, and it would lengthen the life of 
certain kinds of cables.” 

iam Maver, jun., Chief Electrician 
of the Baltimore ’and Ohio ‘Telegraph Co., 
says :..."*As to the effect of gases and moisture 
‘upon properly insulated electrical conductors 
underground, 1 am of the opinion that such 
effect, if any, is slight upon conductors carry- 
ing high or ‘low tension currents, and not 
sufficient to interfere with their’ successful 
operation.” 

Leouard F, Beckwith, A.8.C.E., et 
has investigated underground syst 
Speration in Burope and in the cities of 
Washington, Pittsburg, Detroit, Buffalo, Chi- 
cago, ‘hiladelphia, Boston and Brooklyn, 
U.S.A., and says:—‘'As the result of his 
examination of the practical working of the 
system of the cities above mentioned it is 
very practicable to place and work the electric 
high tension currents underground, and there 
are no insuperable obstacles thereto.” 

Mr. W. H. Johnstone, Electrician, of 
Philadelphia, who has laid down systems of 
underground conduits for electric lighting, 
says:—"'The fact of acids, noxious gases, 
sevage, soluble soil, and even the iafiuence of 
an admixture of salt sea-water in ite tidal 
effect, passing through the ground—saturated, 
as itis, with foul sewage, bacted into the 
earth by the tides, from the mouths of these 
sewers, along the shore-bound line of the 
City of New York—have no effect whatever 
upon a properly insulated wire laid on the 
very ground itself subjected to such in- 
fluences.” 

In conclusion I may point out that the 
multiplication and extension of overhead wires 
in the narrow streets of this Settlement must 
ineveuse the dangers attendant upon them, and 
that the longer the question is undecided the 
more difficult it will be for the Council to

Sir,—We, the undersigned, ask’ you to 
draw the attention of the Council to the filthy 
and dangerous state of the ponds situated in 
the Chinese village between the Dent, Kung- 


ping, and Seward Roads. 
iese ponds are mostly fed by ineans of 
surface drainrge and the filth from the 





ing houses is more aggravated by the 
ve residents washing their buckets and 
throwing filthy matter into them, while 
during the rainy season one of the ponds is 
used by washermen, 

The stench from the floating vegetable and 
other decaying matter during warm weather 
is at times unbearable. 

We may add that these ponds once formed 
part of a creek known as Adams Creek, but 
since the above mentioned roads were made 
thay are no longer tidal, 

the sickness and mortality amongst the 
natives during the summer months is always 
large, and the danger to the health of for- 
elgner is obvious. 

WVe therefore beg the Council to take the 
necessary steps to force the native owners of 
these ponds to have them filled up, and pro- 
perly rained before the warm weather com 
mences,

He is addicted to 
etimes swoous away for hours, 
ince it is well kuown to the au- 
ities that he is the chief author and 
disseminator of the reviling placards, how 

it that he has not been arrested and 
punished ? 

A.—They were going to arrest him, but 
he was taken suddenly ill. 

Q.—Was his illness real or feigned 4 

A.—We cannot say, such was the report 
at the time. 

We had more conservation on this ‘and 
kindred subjects, but the above embodies 
the main items of information respecting 
Chou Han and the doings of the Chrang- 
sha Magistrates. 

‘The second proof I find in a letter just 
received from» friend in Ch'angaha. “The 
letter was written March 1st, and reached 
me March 11th, My friend tells me that 
three despatches have reached Ch‘angsha 
from the Viceroy, ordering the arrest and 
punishment of the publisters and dissem- 
inators of the anti-foreign literature, The 
first reached Ch‘angsha in the 10th month 
of last year, the second in the 12th month 
of last yenr, and the third in the latter pact 
of the 1st month of this year, It appears 
frow my friend’s account of things that the 
despatches grew:in 8 
Inst. was followed by the 
ofticials of the three printing establish 


ments, Teng Mou-hua SiH, Toong 
Yeu-wen PP PPIL. and Chéu Toi-teh 


FRE FB, and the ight of all the owners, 
My friena, however, expresses himself 
much concerned about these three fi 
asmuch as they werer 
hands of Chou Han and other officials con- 
nected with the Benevolent Hall in Ch'ang- 
sha, Itwould seem that auattempt wasreally 
made to bring Chon Han to buok, but he 
escaped through the interference of the 
Governor. Whilst the other otticials were 
prepared to take action in regaré tu him, 
the Governor, it would appear, declined to 
consent, on the grounds that Chon Han 
was a good man, famous for his deeds of 
charity, aud an upright oficial. How could 
he (the Governor) endure to see such @ man 
trodden under fuvt ? “ 

From my conversation with the two 
Hunan men at the chapel, and the letter 
of my friend, it is quite clear that a real 
pressure haa’ been brought to bear. upon 
the Viceroy Chang, and that he has 
been bringing a heavy pressure to bear 
upon the authorities in Changsha, As x 
result, Chou Han and the official clique at 
the head of which he stands have been 
cowed, and, for the present, the Hunan 
anti-foreign literature has been suppressed, 
The state of things in Hunan, and especially 
in Ch‘angsha, is very different to- 
what it was this day last year. This 
for which I feel devoutly thankful. 
of us have laboured hard in the effort tu 
bring the evil into the light. We have not 
found the task « congenial oue by any 
means. But we have the joy to-day of 
knowing that we have not been labouring in 
vai 
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I wish I could feel that the root of the 
evil had been totally destroyed, and that 
there was nothing more to look forward to 
Dut perce and good will. Twish no harm 
to Chou Han or to his friends of the 
Benevolent Hall; but I do feel that they 
mst be dealt with ere we can hope for 
anything approaching to a eatisfactory 
settlement of the difficulty. Up to the 
present time they have not been touched. 
F'agree with my friend. that she three 
firma hxve had more than their due, and 
that it ie high time to let them go.

At 
Ch'angsha we see the result of a pressure 
from without brought to bear on the Vi 
roy, aud through the Viceroy on the local 
ofligials, Where this pressure is felt netion

China, All this Mr. Drummond said he 
had gathered from Chinese xources. 

Bishop Moule subeequently (on October 
9th, 1891,) stated to me in conversation 
that Mr, Drummond had told him the same 
story about x year after my interview 
alluded to above. 

Now that the Rev. Grifiith John raises 
the question of Mr. Druminond’s * inspira- 
tion,” it is only right to put these details on 
record. I should have taken this course 
before, but that Mr. Drummond’s own 
reply to ‘ Inquirer's” letter in the N.- 
Daily News of 17th October, 1891, seemed 
to amply satisfy all those whose only desire 
is truth.

S1,—The opinion of the « Napoleon of 
the Tea Trade” in China is doubtless of 
inestimable value to would-be tea-buyers 
in forecasting the “ plospix” of the coming 
seasou, but a more important factor upon 
which to base one’s action is the opinion of 
the dealers at home. 

This, as far as my information goes, is 
unanimous that the British public does not 
want China tea at any price, an opinion, 
at first sight, hardly consonant with the 
fact that seventy million pounds of China 
tea were delivered in-London last year, 
which, deducting the export of twenty-five 
million pounds, gives an actual home con- 
sumption of forty-five million pounds or 
nearly one quarter of the total of the tea 
actually drunk in Great Britain and Tre- 
land. In the year of grace 1891, the total 
consumed, of all kinds was 200,000,000 Ibs. 
The Home consumption of China tea in 
the preceding year, 1890, was fifty-five 
million pounds out of a total of 194,000,000 
Ibs., or, in percentages :—In 1891, 224 per 
cent. of the consumption was China tea ; 
in 1890, 28 per cent. ; and in 1889, 31 per 
cent. 

Thus, roughly speaking, one-fourth of 
the ton drunk in Ebgland is still China tea 
and this appears to have been taken mainly 
on account of its cheapness for the pu 
of “blending.” Messrs. Shepard & Co., 
the well-known Mincing Lane brokers, 
write in their Annual Tea Cireular, publish 
ed in January of this year :—‘ As regards 
good common to medium Blacks received 
the last few months, though laid in on 

















apparently favourable terms, the heavy 
supply and very low level of prices current 
for good common to fair Indian and Ceylon 
‘Teas, especially the latter, have weighed 
down the valde of anything “in China 
Congous selling over 6d. per Ib.” Messrs. 
Shepard further state “There has been a 
more general and widespread effort on the 
part of dealers throughout the country to 
revive an interest in fine China Congott 
which is being pressed on the notice of 
consumers at and under 2s. per Ib” 

Tn the face of such low prices and of such 
unprecedented efforts the only result we 
see is a steadily droindling conrumption. 
With an anticipated production this year 
in India and Ceylon of 200,000,000 ‘Ibs. 
Mr. Awai's anticipation of ‘a very 
large business in all teas costing from Tis. 
“Tto Tis. 17” if realised, will, I hold, 
only result in. foreing down prices still 
lower in London. ‘ 

appily for the native tea-man, the only 
oneotherlargeblack-tea consumingcountry, 
Russia, still sticks to the Celestial leat 
and, as Jong as that market remains as it 
is, the Chinese may continue to pack tea 
for Russian consumption under existing 
conditions, but as long as their trade is 
handicapped with differential imposts in 
favor of India of twenty-five por cent. (and, 

iven the preference of the ‘ masses ” at 
fiome for strength with ooarseners. as 
against delicacy with weakness), no efforts 
of producers and shippers can’ succeed in 
placing China tea on the London market 
in any quantity with the hope of a profit 
able result. 

‘The moral_of which is that, as long as 
the Export Duty remains in force, the 
China tea trade with England is doomed, 
and hence producers and shippers should 
perseveringly dorote all their efforts to the 
removal of this burthen, ‘Ts pursue their 
trade under its weight is but to go on from 
year to year “flogging a dead horse” until 
nothing of the carease is left.

THE WINTER AT 'TIEN''SIN. 





(FROM A CORRESPONDENT.) 

‘The frost has relaxed its iron grip on our 
soil and river so we are quickly emerging 
from our long hibernation, and once more 
beginning to feel some interest in the outer 
world in general and Shanghai in particu- 
lar. Like the good parson of St. Kilda 
who prayed for forty minutes for his own 
island and then added one gracious word 
for the adjacent districts of Great Britain 
and Ireland, we feel a mild concorn in the 
pleasures and progress of our neighbours, 
now that we areglutted with a three months’ 
contemplation of ourselves and our own 
merits. It my be as baseless as the 
fabric of a vision to suppose that some of 
your readers feel an interest in the winter 
proceedings of this Ultima Thule but it is 
at least « good working hyphothesis as the 
scientists say, so here goes. 

Let us begin with the weather—the 
winter has been protracted and severe : in 
judging a winter here we ignore meteorolo- 
gical data, but look at the thickness of 
the river ice and determine accordingly. 
‘This year it varied from 17 to 19 inches, 
peid-te traffic was going on till March 3rd 
1n the Tientsin Reach ; these facts coupled 

with the early date of the closure settle the 

point beyond dispute. So unexpectedly 

‘was our cloture applied that several lighters 

and a tow boat were fixed at the bund and 

a large junk caught in mid stream. About 

the beginning of February we had a series 

of small dust storms which sadly spoiled 
our ice, furniture and tempers, but the old 

driving dust storm from the N. and N.W. 

which used to last three days and brought 

the Shamo bodily in its arms has happily 
been « thing of the past. Skating was 
excellent in December, fair in January and 
execrable in February ; so execrable that 
next year the old bone of contention,

The preparations 
were too far advanced for permanent 
arrest, so after a short interval they 
went on. Li Ching-mei, the second son, 
took a prominent part in the banquet 
rrangements, replying for his father in 
excellent and audible English. ‘This gentle- 
man is a pupil of Mr. C, D. Tenney and 
reflects infinite credit both on his teacher 
and himself by his excellent address and 
bearing. He is very popular with the foreign 
community here and occasionally trans. 
lates for his father on unofficial occasions. 

Scarlet fever has been dreadfully preva- 
ent and fatal this season in the city : no 
hope of improvement can be cherished as 
long as the Chinese stick to their ignorance 
and contempt for hygiene. Otherwise there 
has been less distress than usual ; the fair 
abundance of the crop last autumn and the

Work ‘thas been fairly abundant for the 
coolivs ‘by tho “filling.in” operations of 
numerous landowners. ‘The foreign settle- 
ment will soon be quite unrecognisable 
tothose who have not seen it for a few 
ean The lagoon-like suburbs of Tzechulin 
have now the appearance of terra more or 
less firma, During the past few years 
the njunicipal authorities have been quietly 
buying up the ponds and graveyards about 
the Spttlement—the prices being in many 
cases nominal, and probably averaging 20 
to 30 taels a mow. They are now feuing 
this property out at 15 taels per mow per 
annum in perpetuity, at the same time 
getting in the open market an entrance 
premium of 100 taels per mor and exacting 
conditions for levelling up, &c. In the 
Settlements sites cannot be obtained ox. 
cept at fabulous prices (1,500 to 2,000 
taels per mow), so the new tenures 
are being rapidly taken up. Our Coun- 
cillors get many critical kicks and very 
few ha‘pence, so let us grant them the credit 
due to the wise and far-seeing policy they 
so unostentatiously began some years ago, 
and of which they and the community 
are now reaping the benefit. It is of vast 
importance to the sanitation of the settle- 
ment that these ponds be filled and that 
Chinese tenements be kept at a distance. 
The new departure secures both these 
objects, and brings a handsome annual in- 
come to the treasury.

THE CAN'TON MINT. 

At this moment when complaints are 
loudly and indignantly expressed in this 
Colony at the gradual supersession by the 
Chinese coins over those hearing the Queen's 
head, a few facts and figures relative to the 
working and production of the Canton Mint 
may neither be amiss nor uninteresting. It 
is une to do more than refer to the 
evil of a double set of coins circulating in 
Hongkong. That the circulation of Chi- 





in the Silver Mint. Previous to the coi 
the blanks are subjected to an annealing 
cleaning process by means of diluted 

jhuric acid and by being put into revol 

fe with warm husks of rice, 
the sorting and counting the cash are ready. 
to be despatched to the Treasury. The 
machines are capable of producing 2,000,000 
cash per day, but at present the production 
{S only 500,000. The manufacture of cash 
brings in no revenue to the Government ; 
on the contrary it is the cause of a serious 
Joss. When the Mint first commenced 
operations the Government lost 50>per cent : 
they now lose 20 per cent., which is still 
cheaper than in the days when it took 
cash to make a cash. For every 100, 
cash, more or less, two dies are necessary. 
Rather less than half of scrap from cutting 
out and coining averages about 60 per cent. 
of good coins ;the other half has to be 
melted over again. 
‘The manufacture of the silver coins is a 

similar process to that of the eash with the 














exception of course of the piercing and the 
addition of the compressing of the edges. 
“The Silver Mint can turn out 100,000 pieces 
periday, but at present the production ia 

,000.” For 5, 10, and 20 cent pieces the 
Proportions of ‘silver and copper, are -—

°860 ; and for dollars 900. _ It is frequently 
asserted that the Hongkong coins are 
superior in value to the Canton pieces ;

PIBCE GOODS.—\When the last mail closed the position of Exchange was very weak and a further decline was fully expected; unless! 
firmer advices came from abroad, Although Importers were, therefore, more or less prepared for lower rates very few ever contemplated 
that the fall would be so great as it has been, and all advices lead to the belief that the worst has not been seen yet! ‘This, coming on 
top of what was already a dragging market, has almost put a stop to business in Imports this week, as the advices from the consuming 
tlistricts are not sufficiently encouraging to permit of an adequate advance in prices here. Hankow is the only market for which goods 
are being freely cleared, but then it has to be remembered that, it ia principally Indent cargo, which was bouglit when exchange was on a 
hnuch more favourable basis last year, and nov; looks cheap. ‘The Nibgpo Trade has been Tetarded heavy rains and sévere weather 
Henerally, which, indeed, appears to have prevailed in all parts of the country, Corea, too, suffering. from unusually heavy snow storms, 

the news from Tientsin is not encouraging, -as, owing to the continued cold and bad weather, the merchants have not been able to move 
their stocks to any extent, and through the stringency of the money market forced sales have to be rade. It is reported, however, thet 
less than 40% of the goods sent up have been placed ao far, the creeks into the country not being oper: yet. 

One or two outside boats have cleared for Newchwang, but have taken no Piece Goods of any consequence, the regular traders will be 
espatched in a few days now. - The curtailment of eredit is likely to restrict the supplies sent forwa ry it being estimated that the first 
steamers will not take more than 7,000 ‘packages, half of which will consist of Indian Yarn. ‘This is only about two thirds of the usual 
quantity, although advices from foreign sources there are to the effect that most Imports are in small. stock. 

Most of the business done curing thr: interval was at the early part of this week, Importers latte rly asking much higher prices, but 
without any response. ‘The auction restilts cannot be called satisfactory and show that the natives des not appreciate as yet the weriousnens 
of the fall in sterling. 

Advices of the Manchester market are slightly conflicting, but it certainly cannot boast yet of any newly acquired strength.
